5. Although Soviet cargo shivwents to Cuba thus far in October con- 
tinue at a rate considerably above what hed beer considered normal prior to 
the third (calendar) quarter 1962, there hes been 8 slight decrease since the 
end of the first week of September. Lately, there have Deen occasions when 
Soviet ships heve actually declared for Cuba and international conmercial 
traffic has periodically provided information of cargoes for Cuba being 
Loaded in the Soviet Union. llowever, the vast majority of ships involved in 
Soviet/Cuban trade contanue to sereen their activities by either ubilizing 
false cargo and port declarations or by siunoply not igsuing declarations of any 
kind. Those cargoes, known to have been delivered to Cuban ports in late 
September and early October, have peen primarily of 8 technical/militery 
nature.
